CLAFLIN, WHOSE’ FIRM FAILED 
FOR $34,000,000, HAS $200 


Once Head of Great Dry Goods Mouse 
That Controlled 26 Department 
Stores Sued for Rent. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—John Claflin, 
former head of the H. B. Claflin Co., 
which failed in June, 1914, with lia- 
bilities of $34,000,000, now possesses a 
bank balance of but $200, acording to a 
report filed with the Supreme Court 
by a referee in supplementary proceed- 
ings. Claflin was examined under a 
judgment for $39,574 obtained against 
him for rent by the owners of the prop- 
erty occupied by one of the depart- 

ment stores he formerly controlled. 

Since receivers were appointed for the 
Claflin company, the judgment debtor 
testified he transferred to them the 
corporate securities of twenty-six retail 
dry goods stores.

CHICAGO, June 5.—The plans of the 
stand-pat Republican leaders to drive 
their machine over Roosevelt and 
Hughes and force the nomination of 
Root, Burton or Fairbanks are progress- 
ing with entire satisfaction to the mem- 
bers of the old guard. In furtherance 
of their plans a conference will be held 
at the Blackstone Hotel tonight, which 
will be attended by Republican National 
Chairman Hilles and by George W. 
Perkins, Roosevelt chieftain. The 
spokesmen of the old guard declare 
they are not in the least alarmed over 
the apparent growth of the Hughes 
sentiment.

The Hughes leaders appear to be 
fully as confident that they will nomi- 
nate their candidate, if Roosevelt keeps 
hig hands off, as the old guard is that

The Granby Mining and Smelting Co. 
was sold today to Henry 8S. Kimball 
and associates, owners of the American 
Zine, Lead and Smelting Co., for $7,500,- 
000. This is on the basis of $375 a share 
for the 20,000 shares of stock, most of 


which is held by St. Louisans. 

The purchasers paid over today $6,000,- 
000 in cash and the remainder in bonds. 
The stockholders are to receive $275 in 
cash and $100 in 5 per cent bonds for 
each share of stock. 

The capital stock of the Granby com- 
pany is $2,000,000. Its earnings in 1915 are 
estimated to have been in excess of 
$1,500,000. 

In 1894 the stock of the Granby com- 
pany sold for $15 a share. During the 
past several years it has ranged from 
$90 to $100 a share. It has been advanc- 
ing rapidly since the beginning of 1915. 

The purchase will make the American 
Zine, Lead and Smelting Co. one of the 
largest zinc companies in the world. 

Had 30-Day Option. 

Kimball and his associates obtained a 
30 days’ option on the Granby company 
early in May. It expired May 31, with 
five days’ grace in which to make pay- 
ment. During the 30 days a thorough 
examination of the Granby properties 
was made. 

The property consists of very large 
holdings of mineral lands in the Joplin 
district and in Arkansas, coal lands in 
Illinois and gas lands in Kansas and 
large smelting plants at Neodesha, 
Kan., Granby, Mo., and East St. Louis. 
The latter, recently completed, is one. 
ot the largest and best equipped in the 
United States. Mines are operated at 
Granby, Joplin and Grae. in the Jop- 
lir district. 

The Granby company was organized in 


Kennett. It was incorporated April 5, 
1865, by Peter E. Blow, Henry T. Blow, 
Charles K. Dickson, James Eads and 
Barton Bates. It was reincorporated in 
April, 1915, for another § years. 

Tt is the oldest zinc company in the 
State. Peter E. Blow, who was its 
president for many years, was close to 
+Gen. Grant and was Ambassador to 
Brazil and was prominent in Missouri 
politics. 

In the beginning the business of the 
company was largely the mining and 
smelting of Jead. In the Civil War it 
made bullets for both sides. Latterly 
it has engaged almost exclusively in 
the mining and smelting of zinc. 

Kennett Burns, secretary of the com- 
pany, is the largest individual stock- 
holder. He holds ‘4500 shares. Other 
large stockholders are the Northern 
Trust Co. of Chicago, William R. Don- 
aldson and family, the Orthwein estate, 
Albert Hausman, L. C. Burns of St. 
Joseph and Miss Virginia Burns of Kan- 
sas City. 

The directors are Ellas S. Gatch, pres- 
ifent: Norris B. Gregg, vice president; 
Kennett Burns, secretary, and James 
H. Grover, all of St. Louis, and H. O. 
Edmunds of Chicago. The deal was 
handled by G. H. Walker & Co., also a 
large holder of stock.

STATEMENT FROM PERKINS, 
Roosevelt Leader Is for Political 
Peace, but Not for Peace- 
at-Any-Price.

CHICAGO, June 5.—Peace, but not] 
peace-at-any-price, was the subject of ? 


a forceful statement issued today by 
George W. Perkins, leader in Chicago 
of the Progressive cause, following an 
ultimatum said to have been issued last 
night by another Progressive after a 
telephone talk with Col. Roosevelt. 

The ultimatum was that Roosevelt 
would step aside only for a Republican 
who would stand exactly for his poli- 
cies and that he would not get out of 
the way for Justice Hughes unless the 
Justice in a straightout, squarely word- 
ed statement would announce a policy 
toward preparedness and Americanism 
which was in accord with the Roosevelt 
position. 

Perkins compares the present situa- 
tion in the nation with the situation 
faced by Americans at the time of the 
Revolution. His statement is construed 
among politicians here: as a definite 
ultimatum to the Republicans to meet 
the Roosevelt demands or face Roose- 
velt opposition to the Republican party 
in the campaign and the re-election of 
President Wilson. 

The Progressive National Committee 
today decided to withhold nominating a 
candidate in the Progressive convention 
until Saturday, awaiting the action of 
the Republican gathering. 

Text of Perkins’ Statement. 

Perkins in his statement said: “‘I am 
for harmony between the two conven- 
tions meeting in Chicago this week. 
shall use every ounce of ability I have 
got and every moment of the time, day 
and night, to bring it about, but not for 
one minute will I lose sight of the fact 
that you can pay too high a pri 
mximest-anything, and you certa | 
pay teo high a price.for harmony. We 
could have ha@ hattony with Wheland 
in 1776 if we had paid the price England 
demanded. We could have had harmony 
in 1860, but we would have had no coun- 
try as a result. We would have had no 
such glorious future as we had after 
both these struggles. 

“Now I, for one, am deeply imbued 
with the belief that we are facing just 
as momentous a struggle, with just as 
important questions to decide as existed 
in 1776 and 1860. These questions are in- 
ternal and external. If we evade them, 
compromise or temporize with them, 
they will simply come back to plague us 
in the immediate future and come back 
with greater force and violence. 

“This being my belief, I, for one, wili 
not consent to any arrangement that is 
simply postponing the day of settle- 
ment. This is not the American way. 
This is not what our grandfathers did: 
it is not what our fathers did: and we, 
the sons of these men, cannot afford 
to lower the standards we have inher- 
ited. 

“The mighty struggle raging here this 
week is going to result in laying the 
foundations for a greater and loftier 
Americanism than we have ever known; 
it is going to bring to this country a 
greater place among the nations of the 
world than it has ever had before, with 
an opportunity to be of more influence 
and render greater service to the world 
than ever before; for more modern 
economy conditions for our people than 
ever before; or, it is going to lay the 
foundation for serious trouble and dis- 
ruption and require our people to pass 
through days of serious trial and tribu- 
lations before they find the right way 
out. 

“T wish every American citizen who 
loves his country and wants to see it do 
its best and be at its best in the world 
affairs of the future could be here on 
the ground in Chicago this week and 
could lend his influence and his aid to 
giving our country, as a result of the 
deliberations of these two conventions, 
leadership that will lead.” 

“No Fight Among Progressives.” 

“The Progressives who are here to 
aitend this convention are independent 
men,”’ Perkins said later. ‘‘They have 
come/from all over the United States 
at their own expense. They will pay 
their own railroad fare and hotel bills. 
They are imbued with the task of using 
their own independent judgment. 

‘*There is no fight. They are here 
for the proper purpose of a convention 
to discuss their differences of opinion 
in an earnest endeavor to come to a 
proper agreement, as loyal Americans.”’ 

Perkins said that while he could not 

ounce definitely that Col. Roosevelt 
would not come to Chicago, there ex- 
isted no present intention for him to 
come. 

Much interest among delegates was 
manifest today when newspaper reports 
o7 an ultimatum from Roosevelt to Jus- 
tice Hughes were read. The ultimatum, 
as given out here, is that Roosevelt told 
one of his representatives over the tele- 
phone that Hughes would have to de- 
clare himself definitely, as he (Roosevelt) 
had picked one gold brick (meaning 
William H. Taft, he did not intend to 
pick another. 

Willlam Allen White, an unvompro- 
mising Progressive, said the Progres- 
sives would be satisfied with Hughes 
if Hughes came out with a statement

WASHINGTON. June 5.—Dominican 
rebels who fled from Puerto Plata and 
Monte Christi at the approach of Amer- 


ican marines have strongly entrenched 
themselves outside of the latter town. 
A dispatch to the State Department to- 
day from Minister Russell at Santo Do- 
mingo gave further details of the oc- 
cupation of the town and indicated that 
the situation on the island was more 
serious than had been believed here, 

A paraphrase of the Minister’s mes- 
sage follows: 

“After 24 hours’ notice marines were 
landed on June 1 at Monte Christi and 
Puerto Plata. The fort at Puerto Plata 
was occupied after resistance of two 
hours. One marine officer probably fa- 
tally wounded. Fort and town of Monte 
Christi occupied without resistance, but 
rebels strongly entrenched outside of 
the town.”’ 

The wounded marine officer was Capt. 
Herbert J. Hirshinger, commanding the 
detachment from the battleship Rhode 
Island, who died at Puerto Plata, June 
1. He was shot through the head while 
directing the landing of his men, 

Capt. Hirshinger was 42’ years old, a 
native of Georgia and was appointed to 
the corps in 1910 from North Carolina. ; 
He leaves a widow and young daugh-

STOLE MILKEN 
CHECKS TO MAKE 
HIMSELF “PRINCE” 


Clerk Getting $75 a Month 
Tells Hows He Robbed Mil- 
lionaire Employer. 


William H. Edwards, 23 years old, a 
stenographic secretary for John T. Mil- 
liken, president of the Milliken Chem- 
ical Co., who was arrested yesterday on 
a charge of altering and. wrongfully 
cashing checkg his employer had signed 
to pay the firm's bills, told today how 
he spent the money “making a prince 
of himself’ at cafes. The money he 
obtained by this method and spent hav- 
ing a good time was estimated by a 
detective agency, which handled the 
investigation for Milliken, at $3350, a)- 
though Edwards said. he thought it 
Was not more than $1800. 

The money was all spent on himself, 
Edwards said. He declared that he spent 
none of it on his 19-year-old bride of 
four months who was with him at his 
home, 4057 McRee avenue, when he was 
arrested. His mother and his wife's 
mother, both of Alton, also were visiting 
at his home when detectives took him 
in custody. They were greatly surprised 
and said that they had not suspected 
Edwards’ wrongdoing. 

Edwards said he had been getting 
rnoney on altered checks since about 
May 1. He spent $600 for an automobile, 
he said. 

“The rest of it just slipped through 
my fingers,’ he said. ‘I did not spend 
any of it on my wife or my home. I 
was around drinking with boys a good 
deal, making @ prince of myself. I zave 
liberal tips to waiters at hotels and 
cafes and hada good time generally.” 

The method used by Edwards was 
crude, according to the detectives. It 
was one of his duties to fill out checks 
in payment of the Milliken company’s 
bills and present them to Milliken for 
his signature. It is alleged that after 
the checks had been signed Edwards 
would erase the name of the payee and 
insert his own name. The detectives 
have two such checks fn their posses. 
sion. One dated May 11 is for $356.41 
and another dated May 1% is for $256. 

The scheme was discovered by Mil- 
I'ken last Monday, when Edwards pre- 
sented a check for his signature. Ac. 
cording to the detectives Milliken re- 
called having already signed.a check

BERLIN, by wirless to Sayville, 
June 5.—Repeated attacks by masses 
of French infantry against Gérman 
positions on the Verdun front east 
of the Meuse broke down with 
heavy losses, the War Office an- 
nounced today. 

The statement says: 

“The British yesterday evening again 
attacked the positions captured by us 
southeast of Ypres. The attack broke 
down undér our artillery fire.

Firing Started at Fifteen Miles, but Range Is Said 
to Have Been Cut Down to Five Miles When 
British Battleships Came Up. 


EDINBURG, June 5.—An officer from 
one of the British destroyers gave the 
following graphic account of me Jut- 
land battle: 

“The ships of the grand fleet went into 
action as if they were going into ma- 
neuvers. From every yardarm the white 
ensign flew, the flag which is to the 
sailor as the tattered colors. were in 
days of old to a hard pressed regiment. 
That it went hard with the battle cruis- 
ers i8 apparent, but one ship catnot 
fight a dozen. They had fought a great 
fight, a fight to be proud of, a fight 
which will live longer than many a -ic~ 
tory. 

Fought Close Into Foe. 

“We fought close in to the foe and if 
anything is certain in the uncertainties 
of naval battle, it is that we gave at 
least as good as we got. We passed 
along the line of German ships some 
miles away and let off broadside fter 
broadside. The air was heavy with 
masses of smoke, black, yellow, green 
and évery other color, which drifted 
slowly between the opposing lines hid- 
ing sometimes friend and sometimes fce. 

‘The enemy ships were firing vory 
fast but watching the ships in front 
one came to the conclusion that the 
shooting was decidedly erratic. 

Again and again shells fell far short 
of the mark to be followed immediately 
by others which screaméd past high in 
the air. 

“T watched the Iron Duke swinging 
through the seas letting off broadside 
after broadside, wicked tongues of 
flames leaping through clouds of smoke. 
The din of battle was stunning, sStu- 
pendous, deafening, as hundreds of :he 
heaviest guns in the world roared 93ut 
at once. 

“Great masses of water rose in the 
air like waterspouts, reaching as xigh 
as the masts as the salvos of Gernan 
shells fell short or went over their 
mark. Now and then a shell found its 
mark, but it left me absolutely cold as 
is effect on each man at 4 time like 
this. A dozen men may be knocked out 
at one’s side. It makes no diffefence. 

“It was impossible to see what was 
happening among the ships of the foe 
The smoke obscured everything 8, ef- 
fectually that one could only get a 
glimpse at intervals when a kindly wond 
blew a lane through the pall. 

“It was apparent that the best ships 
of the enemy were engaged, but how 
many neither eye nor glass could make 
out. The number was certainly large. 

It was equally impossible to see what 
damage we were causing. Only the 
high command knew the progress of the 
battle. That the damage inflicted on 
the German ships was great does not 
admit of any doubt. At one time two 
vessels, red with fire, gleamed through 
the smoke. 

Losses Are Uncertain. 
“It is a curious feeling to be in the 


midst of a battle and not to know to 


which si fortune leans. Where only 
a few ships are engaged it is different. 
Our own losses were known with some 
degree of exactness, but even that was 
uncertain. Thus at one time it was 
thought that the Lion had been lost, 
as she did not answer any call. It 
transpired that her wireless had been 
destroyed. 

“With the dusk came the great oppor- 
tunity of, the mosquito craft and both 
sides made use of it to the full extent. 
It was in this way that one of the sad- 
dest of many sad incidents occurred, — 

“A destroyer, true to its name, dashed 
for the big enemy ship. She soon got 
into effective rangé and loosed her tor- 
peds and with deadly effect at a Ger- 
man battleship. The ship went down 
and the destroyer raced for safety, the 
commander and officers were standing 
on the bridge indulging in mutual con- 
gratulations at their success. At that

At the critical stage of the fight, four 
battleships of the British grand fleet ap- 
peared on the horizon. They were the 
Valiant, Barham, Malay and Warspite. 
The battle then assumed a_ difficult 
complexion. The Warspite, attacked by 
five German battleships, fought glori- 
ously, sinking or at least seriously dam- 
aging three of her assailants. The Val- 
lant rammed and sank an enemy sub- 
marine. 

According to the story of the battle 
received here, Vice Admiral Beatty, 
who commanded the British cruiser 
squadron, had cruised many times in 
the vicinity of the battlefield without 
succeeding in luring the Germans from 
their mined waters. 

About 4 o’clock Wednesday afternoon 
when the squadron was about 100 miles 
west of the Danish coast, the British 
advance guards sighted the enemy and 
soon it was apparent that the Germans 
were coming out in great force, there 
being in all about 100 ships. The Ger- 
man squadron included at least 20 bat- 
tleships and battle cruisers with numer- 
ous lighter craft in front. The Ger- 
mans were three times as strong as- 
Vice Admiral Beatty's squadron. 

Atmospheric conditions then took a 
change, which further helped the Ger- 
mans. A thin drizzle reduced the visi- 
bility and the British gunners thus were 
greatly handicapped, while with the 
Western sun behind them, the British 
ships easily were picked out on the 
horizon, whereas the Germans were able 
to conceal their strength, covered as 
they were by the coast of Jutland. 


Having succeeded at last in drawing 
the whole German fleet out, Vice Ad- 
miral Beatty, although greatly outnum- 
bered and running heavy risks, deter- 
mined to hang on in order to detain 
the Germans in ful! strength. 

The fight had lasted about two hours 
when the British battle cruisers In- 
vincible, Indomitable and Inflexible hove 
in sight. They were none too soon to 
aid Vice Admiral Beattly’s battered 
fieet. The odds still favored the Ger- 
man Boats in numbers and position. 

The conflict was mainly a battle of 
big guns. The Invincible, after fighting 
with the greatest gallantry and consid- 
erably damaging the enemy, met her 
doom and sank quickly. The small 
craft were brushed aside and with the 
big ships about 15 miles apart, the first 
exchange of shots took place. 

Admiral Beatty's ship, the Lion, gave 
a munificent account of herself. Then 
cume the Queen Mary, the  battle- 
scarred Tiger, the Princess Royal and 
the Indefatigable, the last being famous 
for her feats in the battle off the 
Falklands. 

Fought at Five Miles. 

From 15 miles the range rapidly was 
reduced to 10 and then to five miles, 
and the squadrons rained broadsides 
upon one another. Soon after the bat- 
tle began in earnest one big German 
cruiser was seén to receive a direct hit, 
and a moment later she was envoloped 
in flames, sinking almost immediately. 

Most of the fighting had been done 
by German battle cruisers, but vessels 
of the Kaiser class now joined the 
fray, giving the Germans an enormous 
superiority both in ships and gun power. 

When the story of the battle is fully 
known it probably will be shown that 
one of the deadilest enemies of the 
British was the German mine field, 
which prevented full freedom of action 
on the part of the British squadron.

2500 SEATS BEING ADDED 


By Extension of Second Balcony 
Will Be Provision for Total 
of 14,500 Persons. 


Triple shifts of carpenters and other 
workmen started work within the Coll- 
seum this morning and will work night 
and day to prepare the building for the 
Democratic convention next week. The 
three shifts consist of 30 men each. They 


are being assisted by two shifts of la- 
borers of 8 men each, who are en- 
gaged upon the work of cleaning the 
building, and by squads of men num- 
bering about 60 engaged in removing 
from the Coliseum the last traces of 
the millers’ convention and in prepar- 
ing for the work to .e done by the dec- 
orators. 

Employes of an iron company worked 
double shifts Saturday, yesterday and 
today, preparing iron work for an ex- 
tension of the second balcony that was 
not ordered until Friday. This exten- 
sion will be 16 feet over thé main floor 
and will provide accommodations for 
2500 more spectators, bringing the Cca- 
pacity of the Coliseum up to 14,000. 

The extension of the balcony, Robin- 
son said, would give the building a seat- 
ing capacity of 500 more than provided 
for the convention in Chicago. 

Since the close of the Millers’ concen- 
tion, at midnight Saturday, there have 
been squads of carpenters at work in 
the basement of the Coliseum upon the 
supports for the great platform. All the 
boxes upon the west side of the build- 
ing have been torn out to provide for 
the platform. 

Linemen agd carpenters for the Bell 
and Kinloch telephone companies began 
this morning to install beoths and wires 
in the Coliseum. There will be about 
150 Bell telephone booths and about 50 
Kinloch booths in the building. 

Two booths were installed this morn- 
ing directly behind the site prepared for 
the platform. One of these is the booth 
for the private wire directly to the 
White House so that President Wilson 
may be in constant communication with 
the convention officials. The other is a 
booth for a private wire to the office 
of Chairman McCombs of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee.

Two died from exhaustion and 
we were just ablo to drag the others 
back from the edge of the grave. When 
we took them on board they were only 
able to utter the words: ‘From Shark 
* * * went down * * * battile.’’ 

Ships in Terrific Fire 

Survivors of the British cruiser War- 
rior, who were landed at Devonport, say 
that the Warrior and cruiser Defense 
pteamed between two lines of German 
warships with the result that within a 
few minutes the Defense was blown 
into the air and the Warrior badly rid- 
died. A storm of German shells eéx- 
ploding on the decks of the Warrior al- 
most suffocated the men. 

When the Germans were at length 
driven off by British reinforcements the 
pumps were manned on the battered and 
sinking ship and succeeded in keeping 
her afloat until an auxiliary ship took 
off the wounded. The auxiliary took the 
Warrior in tow, but in 48 hours she 
foundered. 

One of the officers of the Warrior told 
the order in which the British ships 
were lost. He said that the Lion, Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty’s famous flag- 
ship, led the battle cruisers into action 
and withstood a terrific bombardment. 
The Invincible was the first to go down, 
followed closely by the Indefatigable, 
and a few minutes later by the Queen 
Mary. 

German Loss Large, Sailors Say. 

The German sallors, rescued by Scan- 
dinavian steamers, described the Teu- 
tonic losses in the Jutland battle as 
large, according to a Copenhagen dis- 
patch to the Telegraph Exchange Co. 
A large number of the crew of the 
cruiser Wiesbaden and men from sev- 
eral German torpedo boats have 
rescued and taken to Copenhagen. They 
report that many of their comrades, aft- 
er floating for 36 hours on rafts with- 
out food or water, drank the sea water, 
became insane and jumped into the 
ocean. 

Bodies of both British and German 
sailors are beginning to be washed 
ashore on the coast of Jutland. 

Captains of steamers arriving in Scan- 
dinavian harbors report that the big Ger- 
man cruisers which were operating along 
the Courland coast, near Riga, have 
been withdrawn, and that a large squad- 
ron of destroyers which had been pa- 
trolling the Southern Baltic was not 
sighted last week.

The free bridge permanent board of 
arbitration today decided in favor of 
hoisting engineers working on the east 
approach in their demand that they re- 
ceive 87% cents an hour instead of 15 
cents.

The men, who were backed up by 
Local 315, International Union of Steam 
and Operating Engineers, contended 
that the bridge work was unusually dif- 
ficult and exacting. The increase grant- 
ed today will apply to the other 23 en- 
gineers and will add $23 a day to the 
payroll.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Another at-

There has developed a » movement 
among Progressives to insist that 
Roosevelt come to Chicago because of 
an apparent lack of Roosevelt organiza- 
tion in the Republican convention. Sev- 
eral of the Roosevelt leaders have de- 
clared that if Roosevelt does not per- 
sonally take charge of the situation, all 
hope of his nomination by the Repub- 
lican convention is gone. 

The Missouri and Minnesota delegates 
are standing by the Roosevelt ultima- 
tum, and none of the other Progressive 
delegations have announced any disa- 
greement with that position. 

Judge Albert D, Norton! of St. Louis, 
Progressive leader in Missouri, declared 
on his arrival this morning that Mis- 
scuri Progressives would agree to 
Hughes only in case Hughes came out 
publicly on preparedness and a foreign 
policy in accord with the Roosevelt 
position. 

When the Executive Committee, of 
which Perkins is chairman, presented 
the plan adopted by the National Com- 
mittee to delay action upon nominat- 
ing a candidate until] Saturday, it was 
decided to warn all delegates against 
leaving Chicago. . 

The “Steering Committee,’ it was 
stated by Progressive leaders, will 
have discretion to treat with Repub- 
lican leaders or a similar committee 
from the Republican National Commit- 
tee or convention regarding possible 
joint action on a nominee. 

The National Committee adopted a 
motion by Perkins appointing Dean 
Lewis of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia, to make a preliminary draft of the 
Progressive platform to be submitted to 
the Resolutions Commitee.

Dreadnought Proved to Be “the” 
Battle Craft, He and Of- 
ficers Agree. 


WANTS TWO THIS YEAR 


Naval Authority Believes British 
and German Fleets Will 
Meet Again Soon. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ot the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—Navy De- 
partment officials and navy officers are 
becoming convinced as the detatlg of 
the great naval battle in the North Sea 
come forth that the strong-sided and 
hard-hitting dreadnought ‘s still “4 

part ship of a modern navy. 

“So far as I can gather from the re- 
ports which have come,” said Secretary 
Daniels, ‘any lingering doubt as to the 
effectiveness of the modern dreadnought 
in action has been swept aside. The bat- 
tle in the Skagerak has demonstrated 
that the dreadnought is the chief fight- 
ing ship, the main reliance of the fleet, 
as our naval experts have contended. 

“IT recommend more dreadnoughts’ 
than battle crutsers in the five-year pro- 
gram, and shall urge the Senate to make 
provision for dreadnoughts.”’ 

Naval Officers Hold Same View. 

Naval officers generally agree witn 
Secretary Daniels regarding the impor- 
tance of battleships, while pleased to 
have the House provide for five great 
battle cruisers, Mr. Daniels and depart- 
ment officials would have been far bet- 
ter pleased had provision been made for 
two dreadnoughts and fewer battle 
cruisers. This does not mean that they 


regarded as essential. 

“Even if the German fleet sank the 
great British dreadnought Warspite,” 
said a high naval authority, “it must 
be remembered that there were many 
dreadnoughts and battleships, new and 
old, in the British line. While many of 
them doubtless were damaged more or 
less, no ground exists for believing that 
the heavy British fighting ships did not 


with their lower armament, were not 
able to inflict great damage on the Brit- 
ish battleships or cause extensive losses 
among them. The Berlin reports insist 
that the main British high sea fleet was 
engaged in the battle. 

“While there is no good ground, s0 
far as confirmed reports go, to warrant 
the British Admiralty or commanders 
in attempting to explain the defeat in 
the Skagerak, excellent ground ez- 
ists for their claim that little or no 
damage of a serious nature was inflict- 
ed on the great dreadnoughts of the 
battle line. 

“Instead of endeavoring to explain 
the heavy British losses, Great Britain 
stould admit the licking and get ready 
tv administer a big defeat the next time 
the German fleet is encountered. My 
impression is that Great Britain will 
not have to wait long for another fight 
in the North Sea. 


Will Cheese Conditions. 

“It is safe to predict that the next 
battle between the British and Ger- 
man fleets will be fought under condi- 
tions chosen by the German command- 
er in chief, just as Wednesday's battle 
was fought. The only way Gréat Brit- 
ain can prevent this is to out-Zeppelin ~ 
the Zeppelins and provide her fleet with 
superior information. 

“Some Britons are contending that 
British tactics in the North Sea battie.- 
were superior, and that the engagement 
was a tactical victory for the British. 
The reports indicate that Rear Admiral 
Beatty stuck his nose into a German 
trap and that it was badly nipped 
before he could turn around and get out. 

Great Britain is not nearly as well 
supplied with battle cruisers as with 
dreadnoughts. In fact, the best infor — 
mation to be had here indicates that 
Germany and England are not far apart 
in battle cruiser strength, the British 
having a little the better in speed and 
armament. Great Britain could filly af- 
ford to lose three out of 10, or possibly 
12, battle cruisers. 

“So far as tactics go, if those the 
British were so much superior, 
ering the heavier armament and great- 
er average cpeed, how did it happen 
that Admiral Jellicoe let the main Ger- 
man fleet get away at all? ‘He had the 
Germans out where he wanted them, 
and should have got some of his reserves 
between them and their base.”

Mr. Hughes can keep silent 
about many things, but when faced with 
that issue he has no busienss to be si- 
lent, otherwise he is the candidate of the 
German-American Alliance.”’

The dispute over the seating of two 
delegates from the District of Colum- 
bia is regarded: as the most bitterly con- 
tested. 

When the committee met formal an- 
nouncement was made that the seat of 
A. B. Wood of the Fifth Oklahoma Dis- 
trict, who died Saturday, would auto- 
matically go to his alternate, Amos A. 
Ewing of Guthrie. 

P. H. Broiles, counsel for the contest- 
ing delegates-at-large from Texas, with- 
drew “in the interest of party har- 
mony” and the regulag delegation was 
seated. 

Members of this delegation are H. F. 
MacGregor, Phil E. B&er, Eugene Mar- 
shall, C. W. Johnson, R. A. Harvin, 
William McDonald, C. L. McDowell and 
R. 8S. Legate. 

The dispute arose in the State conven- 
tion and several counties withdrawing 
selected a second delegation to the con- 
vention. 

George W. Bean of Tampa was seated 
from the First Florida District over C. 
H. Alston, colored, who asserted proper 
notice of the district convention had not 
been given. 

Affidavits from the Bean supporters 
were introduced showing that 30 days’ 
notice of the convention had been pub- 
lished in newspapers and announced in 
churches in the district. 

Formal announcement was made of 
the withdrawal of the contest in the 
Seventh Texas District, seating W. H. 
Clifford and R. W. Humphrey. 

The contest in the Sixth Texas Dis- 
trict was temporarily passed.

IHUGHES CANNOT DECLARE 
PRINCIPLES THIS WEEK, SAYS 
WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE

Must Read Important Decisions in Supreme Court 
— Big Five, Barnes, Crane, Smoot, Hemen- 
way and Penrose Talk With Progressives

CHICAGO, June 5.—In the Republican 
convention the favorite son has become 
a joke. He still keeps headquarters 


open, but he is no longer considered by 
the delegates, for, as the delegrates 
from the home State arrive, they tell 
the truth about the favorite son, which 
is that he is no favorite at home. The 
fellows running on the State ticket are 
against him. Also the Congressmen afe 
against him. The favorite son was a 
pest in state politics. He got the dele- 
gation to keep him quiet. But here at 
Chicago his home delegation is quietly 
but forcefully spreading the news that 
he can’t carry his home state. 

The delegations from Indiana and Ohio 
and from Massachusetts are enthusiastic 
in their support of their favorite sons 
from the lips out. Only three names 
are seriously considered by the Repub- 
licans—Root, Hughes and Roosevelt— 
and Root’s name is not on the Progres- 
sive list. 

Between Hughes and T. R. 

A story gained some credence in Re- 
publican circles yesterday afternoon 
that Col. Roosevelt had declared that 
he would accept Root. But every Pro- 
gressive leader laughed at it.. The nomi- 
nation of Root means a third ticket and 
a revival of the feud of four years ago. 
Eliminating Root, then Hughes vor 
Roosevelt seem to be the only candi- 
dates upon whom there is the slightest 
chance of an agreement between the 
two conventions. 

And. the Progressive leaders have 
made it plain that they will accept 
Hughes only after he has made an 
equivocal statement of his position on 
the foreign policy and preparedness. 

Unforgunately, Justice Hughes cannot 
make a declaration this week; he must 
rémain on the Supreme bench. He must 
read certain important decisions in the 
Supreme Court Tuesday, June 13. 

The Republican nomination Will be 
made probably Saturday, June 10. The 
Progressives may possibly be able.to 
restrain themselves and not nominate 
the Colonel before Saturday, but it will 
take more than the National Guard to 
hold them. To ask them to wait until 
June 14, the date of the Democratic con- 
vention, for word from a candiate who 
inspires them with little interest and no 
enthusiasm, will be a fearful strain on 
their national émotions, and they are 
an emotional group, and it is absolutely 
certain that until Justice Hughes does 
make an unequivocal declaration in fa- 
vor of a stiff foreign policy and a pre- 


has expounded in his speecri during the 
past year. For the Progressives are 
holding to their program and if they 
cannot get it before the. people under 
the Republican candidate they will get 
it before the people under their own 
banner.

It is this factor 
which is likely to exercise a controlling 
influence in both conventions.

Talks of Naval Battle. 

The monster naval engagement be- 
tween the fleets of England and Ger- 
many gave the Colonel his text. Not 
a word has been drawn from him by 
the questioning reports as to how the 
big pre-convention ‘“‘scrap’’ was goinz, 
but when someone mentioned the great 
naval battle he brightened up and said: 

“T didn’t need the lesson of this North 
Sea fight to teach me what our navy 
needs. Nine-tenths of wisdom consists 
in being wise in time. If you turn to 
my special message to Congress of 
April, 1908, you will find an earnest 
plea I made for a four-battleships-a-year 
program, with all the supplementary 
ships necessary. 

“When I wrote that special message 
on that subject, backing up the Gen- 
eral Board, I asked that this be made 
our continuing policy. 

“I wish the people would recall the 
reasons I then gave. What I wrote then 
applies, without the dotting of an ‘ti’ 
or the crossing of a ‘t,’ today. It has 
been criminal for our people to spend 
22 months without making preparations, 
so that we are no better fitted now than 
we were two years ago, in spite of the 
fact of the world cataclysm.’’ 

Not another remark having the faint- 
est political angle passed the Colonel’s 
lips. There was not the faintest sug- 
gestion either in his word or manner, 
on which could be based an intelligent 
prediction of his battle plan for Chicago. 

No Talk About Hughes. 

What he will do in the event of the 
nomination of Justice Hughes is doubt- 
less known to his leaders at the front, 
but to the men around him at Saga- 
more Hill the question is a puzzle. There 
is no @oubt, however, of his strong dis- 
inclination to repeat his performance of 
1912, as the head of a third ticket. 

The Roosevelt Non-Partisan League 
made public a letter, fh which Edward

The sixteert. Republican 
convention, whick will meet in the Chi- 
cago Coliseum Wednesday, will prob- 
ably have 991 voting delegates, and 496 
votes will constitute the majority nec- 
essary to name candidates for Presi- 
dent and Vice President. 

Six delegates from Hawali, Porto Rico 
and the Philippine Islands will attend 
the convention and. will probably 
have votes there, as the National U"om- 
mittee has made a favorable report on 
their application. The delegates from 
these territorial possessions had _ the 
privilege of voting in the 1912 conven- 
tion. The convention itself must final- 
ly decide whether they shall have votes 
or not. The District of Columbia has 
two votes, and the Territory of Alaska 
two. 

If the six territorial delegates should 
not get the privilege of voting, the to- 
tal number of votes in the convention 
will be 98, and the number required to 
nominate, 493. 


Half of Delegates Lawyers. 
Of the delegates elected from the dif- 


ferent states, 125 are bankers, 108 man- 
ufacturers, 484 lawyers and 9%4 mer- 
chants. This means that nearly every 
other man in the convention is a law- 
yer, while one man in every eight is 
a banker, and one in every nine is a 
manufacturer. 

Thirty-seven delegates have as their 
chief interest the production of coal, 
Ore or oil. Fifty-two are editors or pub- 
lishers of newspapers, and 58 are classed 
as farmers, this designation including 
ranchmen and stock breeders. There are 
15 physicians, four hotel propritors and 
one undertaker.

Blaine 
was defeated for the presidency by Gro- 
ver Cleveland. In 1888, at Chicago, 
Blaine, for some reason never fully ex- 
p:ained, chose not to be an active candi- 
date. It has always been the belief ‘of 
Blaine’s admirers that he could have 
been nominated and elected in that year, 
if he had made a proper effort. Benja- 
min Harrison was the nomineé and was 
elected. At the convention of 1892, neld 
in Minneapolis, Federal officeholders 
forced the renomination of Harrison, 
‘though Blaine decided at the last mo- 
ment to be a eandidate, and resigned 
suddenly. from the President’s Cabinet. 
Blaine’s defeat wn the first ballot at 
Minneapolis marked his downfall. Pres- 
ident Harrison was defeated for re-elec- 


tion, Cleveland being again elected. 
In Cleveland’s second term financial 


depression overspread the country and 
the free silver movement became strong 
in both national parties. The Republic- 
an convention of 1896 met in St. Louis 
and the leading candidates wére Wil- 
liam McKinley and Thomas B. Reed. 
The free silver forces made an attempt 
to place a 16-to-1 declaration in the 
platform, and when this was voted down 
and a gold plank adovoted, 34 delegates, 
headed by United States Senator Henry 
M. Teller of Colorado, bolted the con- 
vention. McKinley was the nominee. 
The Chicago Democratic convention, 
the “cross of gold’’ speech, the Bryan 
candidacy and the election of McKinley 
followed. McKinley was renominated at 
Philadelphia in 1900, with ‘Theodore 
Roosevelt, then Governor of New York, 
for Vice President. McKinley and Roose-

The Progressive party convention

At the Chicago convention of 
June, 1912, Roosevelt charged that 
the Taft leaders stole 78 seats which 
should have been occupied by his del- 
egates. This was done through the 
Credentials Committee, which seated 
Taft delegates to that number, in 
contested districts. Because of this 
charge, most of the Roosevelt men 
bolted the convention, 344 delegates 
withholding their votes. Of the 728 
votes cast, President Taft got 561, or 
21 more than a majority of the total 
of 1078 delegates. Roosevelt got 107 
votes, La Follette 41, Cummins 17, 
and Hughes 2. 

In the election of November, 1912, 
Taft carried Utah and Vermont; 
Roosevelt carried California, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota and Washington; Woodrow 
Wilson, Democratic nominee, carried 
the other States. 


Party Born in 1854. 
The Republican party came into be- 


ing in 1854, as a result of dissatisfaction, 
in the North, with the action of the 
Whig national convention of 1852, in 
indorsing the fugitive slave law. The 
Free Soil party, which had opposed the 
extension of slavery, was merged in 
Dayton of New Jersey for Vice Presi- 
dent. James Buchanan, the Democratic 
nominee, was elected president, and in 
the subsequent four years the growth 
of anti-slavery feeling in the North, and 
of the secession idea in the South, led 
up to ‘the nomination and election of 
Lincoln in 1860 and to the Civil War. 
The convention of 1860 was held in Chi- 
cago, and the war convention of 1864, 
at which Lincoln was renominated,; with 
Andrew Johnson as his running mate, 
was held in Baltimore. 

Johnson; who succeeded to the presi- 
dency after the assassination of Lin- 
colin, broke with his party, and the 
Chicago convention of 1868 denounced 
and repudiated. Johnson and nominated 
Gen. Grant, who was elected, renom- 
inated at Philadelphia in 1872 and re- 
elected. 

In 1876 James G. Blaine of Maine first 
appeared'as a candidate for the prest- 
dency, and the party ascendancy of this 
remarkable man, who never became 
President, continued for 16 years. At 
the Cincinnati convention of 1876, Blaine 
failed of the nomination through a sud- 
den iliness, which caused alarm as to 
the state of his health, and through at- 
tacks on his connection with certain 
railroad corporations. Rutherford B. 
Hayes, Governor of Ohio, was nominat- 
ed in Cincinnati. In 1880, in Chicago, a 
third-term movement for Gen. Grant, 
and the sudden popularity of James A 
Garfield of Ohio brought about a situ- 


tation in which Blaine was.again de- 


feated, Garfield being nominated and 


} electéd. Garfield was assassinated early 
iin his term, and Chester A. Arthur. rep- 
| resenting the faction headed by the bril- 


fiant Roscoe Conkling of New York. be- 


came President. 
| In 184, at Chicago, Blaine was nomi-

At Chicago, in 1904, Roosevelt was 
nominated without opposition, with 
Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana for 


Vice President. In 1908, at Chicago, Wil-

PLANTS ALSO. DESTROYED 
Trees Stripped of Bark Will Die 


—Windows in ‘Hawes’ 
House Broken. 


Reports received today from various 
sections of St. Louis County indicate 
that great damage to buildings, trees, 
shrubbery and growing crops was done 
by the hail, wind and rain storm which 
swept over the southern and south west- 
ern portion of the county Friday. 

The destruction of many telephone 
lines by the storm caused considerable 
delay in arriving at an accurate ideg as 
to the damage done. Today it was said 
that the loss to farmers, florists, nur- 
serymen and suburban dwellers would 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 

August A. Busch, president of the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewing Association, estl- 
mated that damage to his country home 
at Grant Farm amounted to $15,000 to 
$20,000 

There are many buildings besides the 
residence on the Busch farm. All of 
these had tile roofs. The hail shattered 
the tile, destroying at least 50 per cent 
of the roof surface. This tile must all 
be replaced. The damage-~to the roof 
of the residence was so great that water 
got into the house, damaging expensive 
furnishings. Growing crops and shrub- 
bery were destroyed and many trees on 
the Busch farm were uprooted. 

30,000 Damage Done. 

Adolphus Busch III, whose home fs at 
Grandview, estimated that his loss 
would be $30,000. Here, too, the tile roofs 
were shattered and many windows were 
broken, and the rain caused interior 
damage. 
many valuable trees and shrubs. 

At the residence of Harry B. Hawes, 
at Sappington, all of the west windows 
were broken and much damage was done 
to the outbuildings and grounds. 

The storm area included the famous 
strawberry-growing section of the coun- 
ty. At Mattese, the center of this dis- 
trict, today, it was said that nearly all 
of the growing strawberry plants over a

ENCYCLOPAEDIA COMPILER TELLS 
OF THE SHORTAGE OF LEATHER 


President H. E. Hooper of the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica says that one of 
the reasons why the leather situation !n 
this country is so critically strained js 
because of the efforts of the Allies to 
keep its soldiers from going barefoot. 
He points out that virtually all the 
finest leather comes through England, 
which is the world’s clearing house for 
the Levantine, Australian and New 
Zealand supply, as well as her own. 
When the Russian men begar to be 
whipped into armies, England clamped 
the lid on leather exports to America 
and diverted virtually the whole sup- 
ply for shoes for the soldiers of the 
Allies, with the Russians using a large 
quantity, according to Hooper. Fully 
29,000,000 men, it is estimated, have had 
to be supplied since the war began. 
The men in the front line trenches re- 
quire complete resupply every three 
weeks. 
Consequently, shoes in this country are 
up in price. President Hooper says it 
has been possible to get leather for the 
new handy volume issue of the Ency- 
clopedia Britannica only by the most in- 
genious efforts. 
Eventually, Mr. Hooper believes, these 
conditions may work a benefit for the 
United States, as the most ingenious 
attempts are being made to replace the 
foreign supply of leather with domestic. 
A new industry already had sprung up 
in sheep leather, he says.

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EDITOR IN LONDON 
SAYS ALLIES NEED 
U. 5. TD WIN WAR 


Should Have Accepted Presi- 
dent’s Offer to Aid Settlement, 
H. W. Massingham Asserts. 


LONDON, June 5.—Henry W. Mas- 
singham, the editor, in an article in the 
Nation, says that the allies can hardly 
win the war if America remains neu- 
trial. He decries the attitude of England 
in treating President Wilson's recent of- 
fer as an “unwarranted intrusion.” 
‘‘Here is a great friendly country able 
to determine the issue that has us all 
by the throat,’’ he says. Against Amer- 
ica we cannot win the war. Without 
America (that is with a coldly, rigidly 
neutral America), we can hardly win. 
With America, we cannot help winning 
it. 

‘This Power, having done us and hu- 
manity a substantial service at critical 
points of the conflict, now, in the person 
of her President, offers to associate 
herself with an internal settlement that 
Sir Edward Grey has defined as the 
thing he wishes to get out of the war. 
“And we treat this advice as unwar- 
ranted intrusion on our blissful enter- 
prise, and the Times, which is cer- 
tainly an organ of intelligence, with a 
proprietor who knows the United States, 
plumes itself on its politenesss in re- 
fraining from saying all it thinks about 
it. How can this but confirm the im- 
pression that more than one important 
American has carried away from our 
shores—that we are the real obstacle 
to peace?’ 

The editor says he is sure the British 
Government does not regard the offer 
in this light, and thinks that in a few 
weeks or more the Times also will 
change its views. 

‘But this is how a critical event finds 
us out,”’ the editor continues. ‘We dis.~ 
cover its significance when the time 
current has carried it past our feét.”’

Tuberculosis Society Is Investigating 
Advisability of Opening New In- 
stitutions and Camp for Men. 
The St. Louis Tuberculosis Society is 
making investigations as to the advisa- 
bility of operating an open-air school 
for lame children and one for negro 
children, as well as starting a night 
and day camp for men. At present the 
society is operating a camp exclusively 
for self-sustaining working girls and 
women, and in conjunction with the 
Board of Education operates the two 
open-air schools, besides 11 other 

branches of anti-tuberculosis work. 

The board of directors appointed com- 
mittees to determine ahout the new 
work. Mrs. Ernst Jonas, Dr. O. 4&. 
Opie and Mrs. Herman Steinwender are 
on the Committee on Lame Children; 
Mrs. E. A. de Wolf, Dr. S. T. Lipsitz 
and Mrs. Nat Brown will decide about 
the negro open-air school, while Dr. 
Fischel, Mrs. M. A. Goldstein and Mrs. 
Horace S. Rumsey will investigate the 
advisability of a men’s camp. 

The organization has enlisted the sup- 
port of the advertising men of St. Louis 
and will have a ball game July 22, to 
raise funds to carry on the work. A 
team from the Chicago Advertising 
Club will play the St. Louis team. J. 
Ferd Oberwinder, vice presidént of the 
advertising club, is chairman of the 
Ball Game Committee. M. Levy is man- 
ager of the ball team.

The Duty to Serve the Country. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial, “American Preparedness,” in 
last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, indorsing universal 
compulsory military service is very much to the 
peint. Compulsory service is both democratic 
and just, notwithstanding present theoretical ob- 
jections to it. It has been made practical in other 
countries and can be made so here. 

President Wilson, in his Memorial day speech 
at Arlington Cemetery, said that universal train- 
ing and preparedness were possible only if the 
men and of suitable strength and age would vol- 
unteer. Why volunteer? Why not make it their 
duty to serve, and enforce that duty impartially; 
compel imilionaire and section-hand, alike, to do 
his tit? 

There are always men who will shirk their 
duties, men who must be held to an obligation. 
We see the evasion in the obligation to turn in 
correct tax assessments; there are men right here 
fa our city who evade paying their just taxes, and 
let others shoulder the burden. Indifference and 
dewnright selfishness will be the stumbling- 
block to any volunteer system of preparedness. 
It is always the minority that defends the major- 
ity, and as a rule the majority seem to be content 
to leave it so. Already the writer has heard men 
inquiring how they may evade milita duty 
should such service become obligatory. These 
mén desire to have their own dear selves, their 
families and their property protected, but they 
want the other fellow to do the protecting. For 
themselves they ask nothing but sweet cowardly 
security. These men are not worthy the privil- 
exes of citizenship or the protection of the Gov- 
ernment. Without doubt, should this country] 
ever come to a pinch, our Government would have 
the same humiliating experience with “slackers” 
that the British had. In Pngland this contempti- 
tle breed had to be importuned, then cajoled, and 
then shamed into fighting for their country, and 
it has taken nothing less than conscription to 
bring them in. No man gayly offers himself as 
food for cannon, and the present war shows how 
hungry cannon can be. But when a sacrifice must 
be made, a democracy should have no favorites. 
One man is as necessary to his wife and children 
as another is to hig mother and sister. But why, 
because of a voluntdfy system, should any man 
be given the opportunity to shirk his duty and 
lace the burden on others? Make every man 

his duty so that none may have cause for com- 
plaint. Democracy and the common welfare just- 
ify compulsion—an equal distribution of responsi- 
bility. 

Another justification is tho needs of thé navy. 
To provide officers and crews for the new super- 
dreadnoughts, Nevada, Oklahoma and Pennsyl- 
vania, six pre-dreadnoughts have had to be put 
inte reserve. Neither efficiency nor definite re- 
sult will be attained if the defense of the country 
fs left to a haphazard voluntary system. A. J. M.

MAXIMILIAN HARDEN’S VISION. | 


Not less interesting than the courageous can- 
dor with which he discussed the war and justi- 
fied President Wilson’s efforts to save the free- 
dom of the seas and international law is Maxi- 
milian Harden’s vision of a new Europe after 
the war. 

Harden's wonderful utterance, published in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, reads like a cry from the 
depths of ruin and grief, yet his pessimistic pic- 
ture of present devastation is illumined by the 
light of a better day, which he sees dawning 
over the wreck. He combines the calm judgment 
of the sage with the fervor and insight of a 
prophet. ; 7 

He looks for an unparalleled social and polit- 
ical revolution in Europe which will sweep away 
imperialism and militarism, all the tawdry, sor- 


did and costly claptrap of national and imperial | 


ambitions working for gain and glory through 
aggression and war. He cuts the glittering trap- 
pings away and leaves the ghastly skeleton 
that symbolizes Europe’s debacle. He sees a 
democratized and federated Europe thrusting 
aside the pride and greed that have drenched its 
soil with blood and entering into a new epoch 
of reason and law. 

The German journalist’s thought runs in the 
line of President Wilson’s thought in his speech 
before the League to Enforce Peace. He makes 
a strong appeal for a federation which will estab- 
lish law enforced by a league of all leading na- 
tions, compel the submission of international dis- 
putes to arbitration and forbid military aggres- 
sion. His condemnation of militarism is un- 
surpassed in clarity and force. 

The thought of an international federation to 
enforce justice and peace is deeply rooted in the 
mind of the world. It.is being nourished as it 
never was before by the blood of Europe. It is 
growing and strengthening. We may look for- 
ward hopefully to the first steps, at the end of 
this war, which will open the pathway eto a 
higher civilization than the world has known. 
Progress is costly. It moves through ruin to re- 
newal and reconstruction. It builds on _ the 
wreckage of past blunders. 
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A naval battle that leaves us all at sea as to 
what actually happened is rather disappointing. 
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WHAT TRAINING DOES. 

A New Englander writes: “If Germany: is de- 
feating her myriad enemies it is because for a 
hundred years all males in that country have 
been drilled to march and shoot, to endure and 
to act together.” 

A people must be trained if it is to successful- 
ly defend itself. With all the rest of the world 
now. trained or training for war, we must begin 
to take care of ourselves. 
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There are hopes of peace, but there are fears 
that the dove has been torpedoed. 
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‘‘FAVORITE SONS.’’ 
“Favorite sons” are the men nobody wants for 


President. They are pretenses to conceal real pref- 
erences until the real voting begins. ‘Write your 
own ticket on any favorite son” is the offer of 
the Chicago sports who are taking the big bets 
and making the “book’’ on the Republican nomi- 
nation. 

The favorite son business represents a vast in- 
sincerity and waste of energy. It caters to the 
vanity of the “also rans;” but it adds nothing sub- 
stantial or enduring to a man’s fame to be men- 
tioned in a convention. In fact the first choices 
of party conventions if defeated in elections are 
soon forgotten. How many of you, dear children, 
remember that George Clinton once ran against 
George Washington? That Thomas Pinckney ran 
against John Adams? That C. C. Pinckney ran 
against Jefferson and again against Madison? 
That De Witt Clinton ran against Madison, and 
Rufus King against Monroe? How many, of you 
are familiar with the great names of William H. 
Crawford, John Floyd, William Wirt, Hugh L. 
White, Willie P. Mangum, James G. Birney, John 
P. Hale, John Bell, Charles O’Conor, James Black, 
Green C. Smith, Neal Dow, John P. St. John, Clin- 
ton P. Fisk? All of these were duly accredited 
party nominees, duly defeated for the highest of- 
fice in the land.

THE FAMOUS FRENCH ‘‘PAIN’’ NO MORE. 

For two years, says the Matin, France has 
stuck to her famous loaf and the French soldier 
has patiently borne all other deprivations, as 
long as he could munch his “daily home-bread.” 

But history moves on—the “pain” is no more. 
Henceforth the soldier will have to eat a bread 
which is only 80 per cent of its former consist- 
ency and 20 per cent of bran. 

Last year’s wheat crop was not sufficient, and 
the new crop will not be in before the middle of 
July. The Government has been long-sighted 
enough to go itself into agriculture, and to set 
out in cereals more than sixty thousand acres of 

“show-lands,” the harvests of which will be avail- 
able in July. 

Had it not been for the immense quantities of 
grain sent to Siberia and Montenegro in their 
hour of starvation, France would have had more 
than enough cereals for her own consumption. 
Moreover, the paper says, the change is only 
“ad interim” for two months. 

As for the new bread, called “the bread of vio 
tory,” the writer describes it as somewhat dark- 
er and in taste somewhat like the “bis” bread 
heretofore in some vogue. It says:

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RECLAIMING A CITY DISTRICT. 

The pian for the reclaiming of the district be- 
tween Jefferson and Grand avenues and Market 
street and Cass avenue has peculiar interest for 
all St. Louis. 

It is proposed to convert a large amount of 
the street frontage of the district into really de- 
sirable residence property. Improved, the quar- 
ter would have many advantages as a section of 
homes over outlying’ localities. > 

Reclamation would give it great attractiveness 
because of its convenience to the central business 
district. Thousands could find homes there with- 
in walking distance of their employment. 

The parkway project defeated last year was 
given strong advocacy by many because of its 
effect on this shabby district. The new plan is 
dependant on private initiative and co-operation 
alone. All the city is asked to do is to provide 
small parks and playgrounds and do its part in 
rendering the streets more attractive. Presum- 
ably one of the first things to be done would 
be to set out thousands of trees in this treeless 
tract. 

This down-at-the-heel and partly abandoned 
area is a dangerously weak point in the physical 
St. Louis. Property of the same relative locality 
in other cities is a valuable asset, while this is a 
heavy liability for St. Louis. Its restoration 
would be a simple problem provided the finan- 
cial support of a considerable percentage of the 
owners of frontage is secured. The district prac- 
tically would have to be reconstructed, but once 
improved it would undoubtedly become popular 
with home seekers and the coming of a well-to- 
do population would also cause a great rise in 
real estate values on streets reserved and re- 
built for business use. 

To buy property there at present prices, pay 
the pro rata cost of improving it and then sell 
it at the prices obtainable after reclamation 
would be an excellent speculation. 

The plan should not be permitted to fail be- 
cause of a lack of sympathetic support and de- 
termined advocacy. 

The former plague of dust and smoke from the 
Terminal Railway ought to be ended by the adop- 
tion of smoke consumers on the _ locomotives. 
This section is potentially one of the very best 
in St. Louis. Snatch it from dirt and dilapida- 
tion. Why should anyone ride four or five miles 
to get to his home and live in a flat after he gets 
there, when he could obtain a flat equally good, 
and possibly a detached dwelling, at no greater 
cost, in the vicinity of Jefferson avenue? 
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Never in the history of the world was the 
farmer so important as he is today. And the 
women, too, are taking to agriculture. 
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APPROVING THE HUGHES COURSE. 
“Mr. Justice Hughes should not, I think, change 
his attitude of silence as Justice of the Supreme 
Court until he shall have been actually called to 
be a candidate by the convention.” 

This statement came from the venerable ex- 
Senator, George F. Edmunds, in response to an 
inquiry as to his views. It is accompanied by 
the further opinion that Justice Hyghes is ‘un- 
der precisely the same obligation to accept a 
nomination for President as he would be if a 
private citizen and the call came when he had 
been in no sense a seeker of the office. 

The Hughes silence has been incomprehensible 
to the Roosevelt followers. But it is compre- 
hensible enough to this old Republican war horse. 
He would evidently be unable to comprehend or 
approve any other course on the part of the 
Justice than the one followed. He is even so old- 
fashioned as to think “the character of the man 
and his history are far better guarantees of his 
adhesion to our political faith than most other 
declarations made with a view to present emer- 
eencies.”” 

It is at this point that the ex-Senator himself 
becomes incomprehensible to the Roosevelt char- 
acters about buying a pig in a poke and incom- 
prehensible to a greater number in his assump- 
tion that ‘“‘our party now has a political faith” to 
weigh in choosing a candidate instead of needing 
a candidate to give it a political faith. This be- 
ing the case, why not name the candidate first 
and write a platform to suit later on? 
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The greatest naval battle in the greatest of 
wars is a big hint to us that we should be pre- 
pared for defense at sea.

_ The Whigs’ Last Victory. 
EN. ZACHARY TAYLOR, a Mex- 
(3 ican War hero, wholly unknown 
to politics, was nominated and 
elected President by the Whig party 
in 1848, but the victory proved a trag- 
edy. Taylor died a year and _ four 
months after inauguration and his party 
followed after one more national elec- 
tion, wrecked by personal dissensions 
growing out of disappointed ambitions 
and its inability to straddle longer the 
slavery issue. 
“Traylor!” cried Daniel Webster, when 
Thurlow Weed, the old boss of New 
York, informed him that the choice 
had been made over the heads of states- 
men and politicians. ‘‘Why, Taylor is 
an illiterate frontier Colonel who hasn't 
voted for 40 years!” 
An amazing fatality hung over Web- 
ster’s ambition to become President. 
He sought the nomination five times 
from 1832 to 1852; and never obtained 
it. Yet twice he might have been Presi- 
dent if he had accepted the offer of 
a nomination for Vice President ten- 
dered to him by Weed, Warwick of the 


Whigs. 
| nity. Gen. William Henry Harrison 
was nominated and elecfed, but died 
within a month after inauguration. Be- 
fore the convention Weed had called 
or. Webster, then a Senator in Wash- 
ington,. and, pointing out that Harri- 
son was the “‘‘most available candidate 
who could poll the most votes,’ asked 
him to take second place. Webster 
would not listen to the suggestion, ana 
then, as ever afterward, would con- 
sider only the first place. 
In 1848 the conditions of 1840 were re- 
peated. Weed and the practical poli- 
ticians picked Taylor as the popular 
hero who could command more ‘votes 
than statesmen like Webster and Clay. 
Again he offered second place to the 
great orator. “I shall remain in the 
field as a candidate for President,” 
haughtily replied Webster. “I am not 
a candidate for any other place.”’ 
Once more the choice was fatal, for 
again a Vice President, Millard Fill- 
more of New York, became President 
ii succession. 
This convention of 1848 was a blow 
to Clay as well as to Webster. Both 
men had persistently sought the presi- 
dency and were fated never to attain 
it. Clay was 71 years old when he made 
his last effort. It was a pitiable show- 
ing he made, for even his own State, 
Kentucky, went back on him, and he 
had a mere handful of votes. So bitter 
was his anguish he refused to support 
the nominee and soon afterward died

A few days before his 
death he said: “Scott, if elected, would 
be a mere tool in the hands of the New 
York State regency headed by William 
H. Seward, If I had a vote I would 
cast it for Franklin Pierce.’
